I read abonut the murder of Barry Fong-Torres in the East/West. The 
news stunned me. No，a Simple verb like the word stun does not 
suffice. How can I describe the sudden emptiness and hollow feeling 
inside of me 一 that terrible aching void that drained the energy out of 
my limbs leaving me weak, tired, grieved and angered. Tears streamed 
down my cheeks, and a heavy lump lodged in my throat. 

I did not know Barry Fong-Torres personally although I had heard 
of his work and his dedication to the youth of San Framnmcisco s China- 
town. He gave of himself selflessly, tirelessly. He believed in what he 
Was doing. He was a doer, not atajker full of hot air and no deeds. 

Why do I grieve so over the death of a man Idid not know? Why am 
I so angered and incensed? It is not only that a man's life was snuffed 
out in his prime. It is not only that his family is bereaved. It is not 
only that the Chinese commtunity is deprived of a Young and dedi- 
cated leader. It is because this dastardly deed foreshadows grave and 
ominous portent for Asian-Americans. 

I grieve not only because one man has fallen as a martyr. His death 
is dramatic and will evoke intense emotional response. My tears are 
for the many who truly want to Iender service, but who have been 
disillusioned or cowed by personal attacks, vilification, and possibly 
such a fate as befell Barry Fong-ITorres. 

The desire for a better world, for service to humanity, to help ouUr 
fellow Asian adjust to a new country, to alleviate the problems of 
Chinatown，is not a recent phenomenon. There have always been 
some people motivated entirely out of altruism and perhaps idealism 
to lend a hand to the needy of to effect changes and mold the society 
in which we live so that everyone can-live a fuller life. 

I have worked among my people for more years than I care to 
reveal, and it seems to me that dissension among the Chinese is the 
greatest enemy that we must conquer. We come together as a gIOUP， 
equally motivated toward a lofty purpose. We start to Work together. 
Naturally there are different approaches, different ideas, and different 


priorities. Disagreements arise. Arguments ensue, Before We realize it， 


we are embroiled in petty attacks aginast one another instead of 
standing united and attacking the problems We set out to take care of . 

The disillusioned drop out. They wash their hands of anything more 
to do with the organization or the cause. They devote their time to 
imore amenable people or to more conventional pursuits such as bridge 
parties，picnics，lectures,， art exhibits，and the like. Why get aggra- 
yated? 

The more hardy stay on because their altruism runs deeper. But as 
they take stands on issues 一 perhaps on a purely objective basis 一 they 
become identified with one group GT another. Cleavages develop. It is 
at this point that the festering Sofes of Chinese dissension erupt, The 
issues .are Submerged. The personalities pit themselves against one 
another. Personal attacks begin. Friends are lined UP to Support oT 
oppose this one or that one. you consider the issues and take 3 
stand accordingly,， the opposing side considers it a betrayal and you 
have lost their friendship. 

Again the filtering process operates and more people are lost to the 
cause, While the problems such as course offerings in Asian-American 
studies in colleges, employment, housing, gang killings, schools, day- 
care centers,， lack of recreational facilities in Chinatown, multiply and 
become overwhelming and detrimental to the entire Asian-American 
communities. 

Who is to stand in condemnation of tiose who pull out at this stage 
of the game? Most of the time, services rendered to the comimunity 
are yoluntary, so how many people want to subject themselves to Per- 
sonal attacks，questioning of their motives，and uncomplimentary 
remarks which may be harmful to their personal relations or profes- 
sional standing?

I remember taking my students out to meet With a suburban 
Chinese-American organization for an exchange of ideas last year. My 
students confronted these suburbanites with the accusation that they 
had abandoned their people and their community for the middle-class 
comforts of life. How surprised these students wereto learn that many 
of these people were once just as idealistic and dedicated as they were， 
that they, too， had worked hard for goals and causes that promised 
only frustration , disillusionment, and futility in return . 

There are few enough public-spirited people working among Asian 
peoples and_ communities as it is. Each one struck down is another 
reduction in the ranks. Each one disillusioned, each one Who gives up 
up and pulls out, each one forced out by vilification is another fallen 
soldier, struck down not by lead bullets, but by cancerous infestation 
of dissension caused by powef play, jealousy, vested interest, or just 
plainhonest differences of opinion. 

But die-hards like Barry Fong-Torres refuse to knuckle under. His 
singleness of purpose and dedication overcame the pain of the battle 
scars he Sported. He could have gone back to his job outside of the 
community assuaging his conscience with the thought that he had 
tried. He could have been a drop-out like so many others. But he per- 
severed. Threats and vilification did not defeat him, but he could not 
Withstand assassins bullets. 

So II weep,not only for Barry FEong-Torres,but for us al. 工 weep for 
the group suicidal policy that we fall into. 工 weep for the bitterness 
and dissension among ourselves.I weep for the many, many who could 
have helped us shoulder the task of uplifting our people, but who 
dropped out along the way 一 fallen soldiers no less than Barry FEong-

When you walk into the office 
of Steve M. Jeong Realty at 754 
Commercial St. in San Francisco， 
your eyes immediately focus on a 
collage of photographs of Richard 
Nixon，Ronald Reagan and a host 
of other Prominent national and 
local Republican heroes, all in the 
company of one Steve M. Jeong， 
52，recently elected chairman of 
the Asian delegation to the Re- 
publican national convention next 
month . 

Appointed by Governor Reagai 
as one of two delegates from San 
Erancisco，Jeong was elected 
chairman at a minority caucus 
held in Los Angeles earlier this 
year. 

But Jeong is not going to be a 
“yes man”at the convention.' 民 
welcome ， suggestions， especially 
from young people，to take to 
Miami,” he says,“and Ithink the 
two most important problems as 
far as the Chinatown community 
is concerned are the problems of 
housing and employment.” 

His involvement and concern 
does not end there，however，as 
Jeong also voiced the need for 
quality education and the need 
for Asian involvement in politics， 
especially Chinese. 

“Orientals should become more 
involved in politics ke the blacks 
and Chicanos,” Jeong said.“San 
Francisco has about 97,000 blacks 
and about 67,000 Chinese. The 
difference isn't thatmmnuch more. 

“The problem is that the blacks 
are more demanding. Our people 
and our culture are not demand- 

1SSUES 

On the question of how Chinese 
Republicans，since they are gener- 
aly pro-Nationalist China，could 
resolve their differences with the 
Nixon_ administration， which is 
promoting a pro-mainland China 
Policy, Jeong says，“I don't really 
foresee any problems. The board 
of directors of the Six Companies 
and the eldqer people of the com- 
Imunity may have been worried or 
afraid when President Nixon went 
to China, but there is no reason to 
be concerned. 

“The United States and Presi- 
dent Nixon are going to keep their 
commitments to the other coun- 
tries and observe the treaties.” 

Jeong admitted that the Repub- 
lican convention will not be as 
exciting as the Democratic con- 
vention，but is nevertheless very 
excited about attending his first 
Republican convention. 

“了 Personally，I_ believe the Re- 
publicans are going to elect the 
same team of Nixon and Agnew， 
but I expect much argument on 
platform and policies，especially 
from the minorities who are going 
to get more liberal ideas intro- 
duced," he said . 

"ITm very honored to be chosen 
one of the delegates，not for me 
personally, but for Chinatown and 
the Chinese people. California only 
has 96 delegates since Democrats 
outnumber Republicans in Cali- 
fornia about thbree to one,” 

Jeong's rise in national Republi- 
can ranks is not a sudden move. 
For years he has been an ardent 
有 Repwbjlican supporter and chair- 


man of numerous Republican cam- 
paigns in the Chinatown area. 

A co-founder of the Chinese 
American Republican Club in 
1969, Jeong is a_ charter member 
of the club, which has a member- 
ship of about 70. He attributes 
this low number to the large 
number of young people register- 
ing Democratic and the fact that 
the Chinese people are just“not 
too active in politics.?” 

EDUCATION 

Jeong has long been involved in 
Chinatown and its problems since 
he came from China over 25 years 
ago0. Since then,， he has graduated 
from Golden Gate College，been 
commander .of Cathay Post of the 
American Legion，been vice chair- 
man and member of the board of 
directors of the conomic Oppor- 
tunity Council, and is now a mem- 
ber of the San Francisco China- 
town Neighborhood Legal Assis- 
tance Bureau and a member of the 
board of directors of the Chinese 
Six Companies. 

In 1968，when the idea of bus- 

ing and integration was still in the 
talking stages，Jeong was a mem- 
ber of then School Superintendent 
RobertJenkins: Citizens' Advisory 
Committee and was one of the 
earjliest Chinese opponents of bus- 
ing. 
“We had hearings every week， 
and the results were all against 
busing. The Chinese Six Com- 
panies at the time was not against 
education as mmuch as it was against 
forced busing”Jeong said. 

“The Freedom Schooljs which 
started last year were forced upon 
us。We had no alternative but to 
set them up. Now, the city attor- 
ney has advised the board of edu- 
cation that because of court de- 
cisions the children can go back to 
neighborhood schools. 

“Im a minority. Don't think I 
want anything but quality educa- 
tion for the community,”he said. 


PROBLEMS 

JIn discussing the relationship of 
the Chinese Six Companies to the 
community, Jeong said，'“ 工 remem- 
ber a few years ago TI was on a 
debate with George Woo on the 
radio over the job the Six Com - 
Panies does in the community. 


Stanley Wong, 17, won $50 in the 
Examiner's Social Security Sweep- 
stakes last week. Stanley, a senior 
at Jefferson High School, lives at 
179 Bemis St， 


“They help run and finance the 
Chiinese language schools, the Chi- 
nese hospital and other education 
and health programs，but this 
wasnt published in any news- 
Papers. 

“They got the Police Athletic 
League recreation facilities and a 
Place; Victory Hall is being used 
for Head Start Programs. Maybe 
newspapers don't give the Six 
Companies credit, that's all. They 
give money for welfare, pay immi- 
gration bills，and contribute 
Inoney to hundreds of causes.” 

Jeong also discussed the immi- 
gration problem and charged that 
the “Caucasians are trying to stop 
Chinese immigration.” 

“Chinatown has always been 
crowded anyway ”he said,“but 
they (Caucasians) play up every- 
thing and bring' attention to the 
Chinese immigrants from Hong 
及 ong. 

“Every community has prob- 
lems. I_ still call this discrimina- 
tion .” 

On the issue of the Chinese Cul- 
tural Center,，Jeong said，“ 了 Person- 
ally，I think the _ Cultural Center 
Foundation did it wrong. A few 
years ago they sent a representa- 
tive to the Six Companies for ap- 
Proval to help funding. 

“The Six Companies requested 
that they be allowed to partici- 
pate in policy making， The Cul- 
tural Center Foundation refused 
and that was the end.” 

Jeong concluded the interview 
by stressing that the key to many 
of the Problems was mass involve- 
Ient. 

“What should have been done 
was to put the Chinese Gultural 
Center idea to the _ community 
and have the whole community 
participate. 

“That's the difference in the 
Success of the Freedom Schools 
and the failure of the Cultural 
Center. In the Freedom Schools 
you have the support and involve- 
ment of the whole community. 
Now，in the Cultural Center，it's 
only a few people.2” 


NEWCOMERS PROGRAM 
GRANT IS RENEWED

6 Were floods, drought and famine, there are 
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Iassive dams and abundant food. Where people used to 
pray to idols in dilapidated temples for the cure of their 
ilnesses, there are noOw hospitals and clinics. In villages 
Where the only source of light at night depended on im- 
ported oil for the ljamps of China, there is now electri- 
city. Expanding networks of railroads, highways,bridges 
and tele-communications are fast spreading over her 
Vast territories. Her agriculture and industries are grow- 
ing at a rapid pace, as evidenced by documents and sta- 
tistics compiled by experts from many countries. All 
these are impressive achievements that any country can 
be proud of ,especially in light of the fact that they were 
accomplished within a short span of twenty years. 

Yet the question frequently asked in this coun- 
try is，At what cost in human lives ?”And I say, Save 
your crocodile tears! Before the revolution, millions of 
Chinese died from famine, floods and epidemics.Bodies 
of young and old paupers.wWere picked up by the scores 
every cold winter morning from the streets and alleys 
识 big cities, Countless Chinese women were raped,and 
children bayonetted to death by the Japanese, Where 
were you, lofty and noble humanitarians,then ? Did 
you offer help? Did you raise your voices, loud and 
clear, against yoOuUr government's shameful deal of sell- 
ing Scrap iron to Japan, at the very moment when soL- 
diers of that country were plundering and Inurdering 
the Chinese people? Now all of a sudden you are so 
concerned about Chinese lives! When China and her peo- 
ple needed our help and friendship, we offered them ob- 
struction and hostility. Now that they have solved most 
of their basic problems in their own way, at times ruth- 
lessly, without our help, the least we can do is to refrain 
Ourselves from making irresponsible statements aimed 
at discrediting their progresS. 

I cannot tell you in exact figures how many hu- 
Iman lives Were lost as a result of the Chinese revolution. 
Nor can anyone else.But I can tell you this: when the 
WwWrath of several hundred million people, who had been 
exploited and oppressed for so long, exploded, it would 
stagger YOUI imagination. Those who had so merciless- 
]y oppressed and exploited this mass were, of COUISe， 
the prime targets. But, alas, along with them went the 
jpnocent Victitms. Such is the unfortunate and tragic by- 
product of any revolution, including our own. The 
question to ask then ,is: did the revolution do the great- 
est amount of good for the greatest number of people. 
In China's case, the answer is obviously yes. 

Throughout President Nixon?s trip to China， 
American reporters and television commentators seem- 
ed most perplexed that the ordinary Chinese are so 
content and happy with their lots Why, they don”t even 

have a television set at home, and no car;just a bicycle 
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and a very modestly furnished small apartment. How 
can anyone be happy and content with such meager 
possessionSs? To those 人 rom a so-called affluent, but in 
truth materially oriented ,society,， what they saw in a 
Chinese home was indeed not so impressive compared 
with their own material wealth. 


But here again, we are making unfair compari- 
SonSs, We should neyverjudge other people by our stan- 
dards and values,. A Chinese worker is not interested in 
how his American counterpart lives or how many gad- 
gets he may have at home, for they bear no relation to 
his existence,. He does know, however, the kind of life 
his father or he himself had lived before the revolution 
in comparison to how he lives today. To him, his mo- 
dest apartment and the knowledge that there is always 
the next meal, are vast and real improvements from shi- 
vering in the cold and hunger. The possession of a radio， 
a bicycle, is almost a luxury. He compares not what he 
has today with what an American has, but what he had 
yesterday. The result: he is thankful to his leader and 
his government ofr having improved his living conditions， 
Watching his happy, healthy children march to school， 
eVven though he may have certain reservations about the 
little red books of Mao's quotations which they are hold- 
ing in their chubby little hands, he smiles with content 
and appIoval; for he sees a stil brighter future and better 
life awaiting these younsters when they grow up. Instead 
of bicycles and radios, perhaps they, too,， will have cars 
and televisions. Seeing the increasing prosperity, the 
growing might, and the rising stature of his country, he 
feels a sense of pride; for he knows he has contributed 
to the building of this edifice. All these make him happy 
and content with his lot. 


Another remark about the Chinese people often 
Ieiterated by American observers is that the Chinese 
they saw were either robots who had lost thbeir individual 
identities, or that they did not really mean what they 
Said when they praised the revolution and Chairman Mao. 
To be sure, the Chinese government is doing everything 
Within its power, and using every method at its disposal 
to mold its people into a formidable, inexhaustible, and 
above all, dedicated, fighting force, ready to defend the 
Republic against either internal or external foes. Whoeyer 
or Whatever comes into conflict with the interest of the 
state Wil be labeled as an enemy. Be it a foreign power 
or afly, a Chiang Kai-shek agent or an idea, all depends 
on what the government deems to be China'”s interest at 
any given moiment. They have thus far succeeded in 
Imolding this 在 ghting force, because at the present stage 
the interest of the state coincides with the interest of 
the overwhelming majority of the people.
